In this issue of Inside Soccer is 
printed the majority of the vast 
volume of correspondence received 
regarding possible changes in the 
structure of the NSL. 

It is important that a journal such as 
this provides space for the club 
supporters to air their views on such 
a topic and everyone connected with 
Inside Soccer has been overwhelmed 
by the magnitude of that response. 

And although the readers! letters 

_ have been printed with only the 
minimal of editorial involvement, it 

is extremely difficult to resist adding personal comments on such a 

hot issue. 

One of the great things about football is that it is a game of opinion. 
Another is that the humblest soccer club can rise to the very top, 
either through knockout competitions or by progression through the 
varying amateur, social and restricted divisions until the very 
pinnacle itself, the national league. 

Take away those two factors and we might just as well be kicking 
an egg about with eighteen men to a team. Soccer's uniqueness 
comes as a result of its truly democratic set-up. 

History also provides another valuable lesson. In the 1920s and 
30s, Europe went through a period of national socialist political 
growth. That growth was based on the belief in elitism. 

We have seen that attempted elitism in soccer also. The Americans 
had their franchised—multi-hype pro league. It failed. The Austrians 
had their elite Premier League. The national team has been in a state 
of almost total doldrums ever since. Scotland introduced its own elite 
Premier League of 10 clubs. Then had twelve, then fourteen, then 
twelve until now they are about to introduce a fourth division! Even 
England is reeling with problems caused by the elitist Premier 
League. 

Simply put, the game belongs to the people and in this case that 
means the people of Australia. Do they want an elitist competition 
restricted to only the most wealthy clubs? Maybe they do, maybe that 
is the way forward, but surely you, the soccer supporters, who are the 
very backbone of the game should be asked. 

I would hope that whatever course is followed that polls like the 
one we have taken, the one SBS has done and no doubt others will 
do also, are taken into consideration.

"It is a culmination of 17 years 
persistence and effort," says Peter, "but 
at last it has started.

The building project is part of the 
club's overall plan to establish South 
Melbourne as one of the major sporting 
powers in Australia and appropriately 
enough the scheme is labelled "Building 
a Better Future.' 

That future could well see Middle 
Park develop as a sporting and 
recreational club in much the same way 
as major European soccer teams such as 
Bayern Munich, Real Madrid and 
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Sporting Lisbon have done in the past. 

Peter Abraam underlines that thought 
by pointing out that the new facility will 
attract more women and children to the 
club's games. 

That brings a smile to club President 
George Vasilopoulos who says; "I can 
remember the times when you would 
have to use a policeman to find a 
woman at one of our games! 

"But now 15% of our support is from 
the under 20 age group. 

"We are building this for our kids and 
this will take us into the next century."

Melbourme's position amongst the elite 
of Australian soccer clubs keeping 
abreast of the developments made in the 
past few years at Hindmarsh Stadium 
and Marconi's Bossley Park complex. 

But the development of Middle Park 
also has an important historical aspect 
with the Blues having been tenants since 
1961, and South Melbourne United the 
original tenants away back in 1953.

Paul 
Wade 


In a fairer world Paul Wade would have 
half a dozen after—soccer careers 
waiting for him when he decides to hang 
up his boots. 

That isn't to say that the South 
Melbourne skipper has any imminent 
thoughts of retirement, but with his 
32nd birthday just around the corner he 
is starting to give more than passing 
thought to that eventuality. 

In the last six months Pau] has 
constantly advised players to hang onto 
their careers until the last possible drop, 
and if he maintains his present fitness 
level and enthusiasm there is no reason 
that he won't be a regular at Middle Park 
for at least the next four years — with an 
appearance in the 1998 World Cup 
finals his next international objective. 

But Australian domestic soccer in 
1994 does not have a developed 
infrastructure which is sufficient to 
maintain its ex star players in full time 
related employment. 

The previous holder of the record for 
Australian caps was Peter Wilson, and 
after a glittering career soccer shunned 
him and he was forced to return to 
mining for his occupation. 

Paul Wade has been lucky in that over 
this last two years he has been in full 
time employment in his job as a 
Development Officer with the Victorian 
Soccer Federation. 

"I have loved every minute of it," says 
Wade. Being involved full time in 
soccer is fabulous, I get a real buzz out 
of being involved with the kids as well." 

That is probably the main reason why 
he has applied for the recently vacated 
position as VSF Director of Coaching. 

A development job allows players to 
still maintain their active playing careers 
while building for the future. 

But they are few and far between, 
although things are starting to happen 
off the park which suggest that the 
boom years for soccer might just be 
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around the comer. 

In the meantime Wade will get on 
with the main task at hand — skippering 
the Blues to the 93/94 Championship 
title. 

But it is hard to imagine that the 
captain of Australia's number one club 
nearly missed the boat as a player, a boat 
which has taken him on a course that 
has seen him become one of the most 
prominent Aussie sportsmen of the post 
war era. 

Most players would admit that if you 
haven't made it into the NSL by the age 
of 22 then your big chance has probably 
gone. Certainly your chances for 
international stardom would appear 
slim, particularly so in a country which 
has one of the finest youth development 
structures in the world. 

But at 22 Paul Wade was still kicking 
about in the Victorian State League 
with Croydon City. 

In his last season with Croydon he 
didn't exactly scorch the turf either — 
and despite scoring seven goals as 
Croydon pushed for its third position, he 
only polled one measly vote in the Bill 
Fleming Medal. 

That saw him share 24th equal place, 
hardly the stuff of legends. Ahead of 
him were players like Branko Culina, 
Tommy Cumming, Bill Rogers, Andrew 
Zinni, [an Dobson, Harry Bingham and 
the winner, Pau] Lewis. 

But the following season saw his 
surprise $3,000 transfer to Green Gully, 
just promoted to the newly-regionalised 
NSL. 

Wade was an ever present in that 
season, scoring four goals from his 28 
appearances. That was enough for 
Brunswick to open the cheque book and 
he moved across town for a fee of 
$5,000. By then he had also come into 
Socceroo contention with his cal] up 
into training squads, although he didn't 
make his full international debut until

1986 when he was brought on as a 
replacement for Kenny Murphy against 
Czechoslovakia. 

Socceroo boss Frank Arok obviously 
saw the younger Melbourne player as a 
replacement for Murphy and when 
Kenny did call it a day, Wade picked up 
his shirt. 

Wade won his first ever championship 
medal with Brunswick when they 
toppled the highly fancied Sydney City 
in a two legged Grand Fina]. Another 
highlight with the Zebras was their trip 
to Italy where they played the mighty 
Roma. 

Wade's reputation as a consistent and 
free scoring midfielder saw his move to 
Middle Park in 1987 in an $8,000 deal. 

Victorian Personality of the Year, 
CCSL Player of the Year, offers from 
overseas and almost constant media 
attention have been Paul's lot ever since. 

That has marked his development as 
one of the mostresponsible and 
personable players in the game today. 

But in that time there have been 
changes in his playing style also, 
perhaps none more than his new role of 
centre back. As team captain Paul Wade 
has reacted in the best possible way to 
the hole left by the retirement from first 
class football of Steve Blair. 

He has adapted well to the constraints 
and disciplines required by the role, 
putting the team's needs above his own 
personal desire to play in midfield. 

Maybe by the time Paul does retire 
after 1998 there might be a suitable role 
for one of the finest ever ambassadors 
of the game.

"I believe that the CCSL has 
failed to attract the kind of 
support that would make it

forward to a very high 
standard. 


I would like to mention the 
names of Bosnich, Farina, 
Zelic, Trimboli, Boutsianis, 
Slater, Katholos as just a few. 

The thing that they have in 
common is that they are all 
Aussies. 

But there are many, many 
more not on this short list, 
players who are playing at the 
very highest standards. 

Would this have happened 
prior to 1977? Maybe, maybe 
not. 

Another sidelight of the 
league is the magnificent 
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in our last few issues we have centred on 
moves to have the format of the national league 
restructured, and in particular a possible move 
which would see the size of the league reduced 
to ten clubs by next season. 

On these pages South Melbourne fans have the

success that our four national 
teams have, and_ are, 
enjoying. 

Again, would this have 
happened prior to 1977? 

I think that the overall 
standard of our league game 
is first class. I believe that we 
play a type of football which 
is far more entertaining than 
the one thousand miles an 
hour version that we see on 
the TV from England on 
Monday nights. 

I personally like to see the 
bal] played on the ground 
with a build up from the back 
through the midfield. 

That is the way that South 
Melbourne play and that is 
why the fans turn out in big 
numbers to support our club. 

The only club in the CCSL 
which plays the same fluent 
type of football and doesn't 
attract a big crowd is 
Marconi. 

Yet they have the best on 
ground facilities in Australian 
soccer. 

If we all play good football, 
and market our game 
properly then surely the rest 


will follow. 

I can't find any fault with 
our players in general, nor 
with our coaches. 

But the two areas I would 
like to see improved are (a) 
officials, and (b) marketing. 

Our referees are, in general, 
deplorable. Forget the hog 
wash about nine officials 
appointed for the World Cup 
— that is just politics. I bet that 
we don't have a referee in 
charge of the World Cup 
final. 

I have to say here that I am 
an ex junior official and 
because of my involvement I 
know that the newly 
appointed National Director 
of Referees is working hard 
on raising the standard. 

That is a great step forward 
and I am sure that Gary 
Power will see to it that 
within five years our referees 
are amongst the best in the 
world. 

My other concern is the 
lack of class marketing of our 
game at club and national 
level. 

At South Melbourne we 


have an excellent general 
manager in Barry Horsfall, 
and this again is probably 
why we are a successful club. 

But does this continue 
through the other clubs and 
the league itself. 

There are good people in 
other clubs but in general the 
overal] standard is not good 
enough. 

But why do we listen to 
administrators tell us that the 
league has to be pruned 
because we don't have 
enough good players. 

Our players are at a higher 
standard than they are! 

It is the administration, and 


in particular the ASF 
administration, which isn't 
good enough. 


Why should we have to 
sack four clubs because they 
can't do their job? 

The players are proving 
every week that they are good 
enough, that the fans stay 
away is attributable to off the 
field matters. And in those 
the players have no control. 

Let us not allow a cover up 
job to be done. 

If the league needs to be 
reduced because the football 
isn't good enough then that is 
a different matter. 

But in assessing whether 
the football is in fact good 
enough do the administration 
of the game really know. 

Have any of them ever 
played for Australia? 

Have any of them ever 
played professionally? 

If not, then let them get on 
with their job and leave the 
players to do theirs - in 14 
clubs not 10."

South Melbourne made a surprise lightening move into the 
transfer market to snap up Heidelberg's unsettled star, Phil 
Stubbins. 

The 31-year-old midfielder was registered just in time to 
make the away trip to West Adelaide and came on with nine 
minutes to go as a substitute for the tiring Francis Awaritefe. 

With all the media controversy surrounding lack of 
opportunity for young players in the CCSL club President 
George Vasilopoulos is quick to point out the facts. 

"With the heavy schedule resulting in the amount of 
postponed games burdening our players Phil's signing was 
necessary," says Mr. Vasilopoulos. 

"Most people also don't realise that there is a new system of 
bookings in force this season whereby the points are 
accumulated and result in even bigger suspensions. This 
happened to Francis Awaritefe when a yellow card took him 
over the points tally and he had to sit out two games. 

"But Phil Stubbins came in at no cost to the club and it 
would have been silly and bad business if he had refused the 
offer. 

"And against West Adelaide we had to rush him into the 
first team picture when Paul Trimboli pulled out at the last 
moment with a virus." 

Assistant National Coach Les Scheinflug has hit out in the 
newspapers at clubs leaving the stars of Australia's brilliant 
World Youth Championship languishing on the bench or in 
the youth team. 

But while other clubs may be guilty of not playing their 
youngsters that isn't the case at Middle Park with World 
Youth Cup skipper Kevin Muscat a valued first team regular 
(see also story on Baby Blues) and Alex Kiratzoglou already 
passing his last season's total of three first team appearances. 

"Remember also that we brought Ike Alagiozidis home 
from Greece and he has hardly kicked a ball for us because of 
injury," says George Vasilopoulos. 

At 31 Phil Stubbins' CCSL future might seem limited to 
some but the Blues President also knocks that thought on the 
head. 

"Phil will play for us this season, and if he does well then he 
could be with us again next season. 

"That doesn't mean that we aren't developing our young 
players — far from it." 

So while the Blues build for the future by taking care of the 
present the goalscoring English born midfielder has a chance 
to put his disappointments at Olympic Village behind him and 
build a new career with the Blues. 

And if the prospect of ending up the season with a medal to 
show for his fine football was something that Phil Stubbins 
didn't expect just a few weeks ago then he might just have to 
clear that space in his trophy cabinet.

Steve Tasios has been around J ust Dp leas ed to b e Pp lay ing 


for so long it's almost 
impossible to believe that 
before the start of last season 
he had only just clocked up 
his one hundredth CCSL 
game. 

Plagued by a succession of 
injuries and out of favour 
with the change of coaches, 
Tasios has _ nevertheless 
battled back to put together 
two excellent seasons - an 
almost continuous run of 
nearly forty games which has 
seen his name being freely 
mentioned as a_ future 
Socceroo. 

"Yes, it's nice to have your 
name mentioned in _ that 
regard," says the modest 
midfielder, "but I'm just 
pleased to be able to perform 
well for the club. 

"Although it is nice to hear 
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regularly with

the accolades, I don't really 
concentrate on that sport of 
thing. 

"My main priority is to see 
the team win, and anything 
else is just a bonus." 

Tasios has been mentioned 
frequently in the media as a 
possible Socceroo call-up 
and only recently coach 
Eddie Thomson took in the 
game against Sydney 
Olympic to run the rule over 
the many potential national 
team players in the Middle 
Park squad. 

That is fair reward for 
Tasios' efforts which have 
seen him fight back from an 


appalling run of injuries 
would have seen many other 
lesser mortals quit the game. 

Tasios agrees. "You know, 
I've missed over 100 games 
through injury," he candidly 
recalls. 

"This is my eleventh season 
in soccer and really I haven't 
made that many first team 
appearances considering | 
made my NSL debut as a 
sixteen year old." 

Steve made that debut with 
Melbourne rivals Heidelberg, 
although he actually played 
his junior football with South 
Melbourne. 

But after just a season and a 


half at Olympic Village he 
came back ‘home' —- and 
finally fulfilled one of his 
major ambitions when he 
pulled on the dark blue shirt 
of the Blues. 

"T've still got some room for 
improvement in my game," 
admits the born-again star 
who has had to fit in a hectic 
schedule on the field with his 
other life away from soccer. 

"It is a bit of a hassle, 
especially with all the catch 
up games lately," says Steve 
who is a Telecom Services 
Manager in his ‘other life’. 

"I have to try hard to 
arrange leave from Telecom 
to play soccer and when I 
would normally be taking 
flex days to relax I am using 
them to fit in the extra games. 

"I would have loved to play 
overseas, mainly because of 
the full time football. 

"That has to be every 
player's ambition but there 
aren't always that many 
opportunities. 


"Unfortunately there isn't 
enough money in the game in 
Australia to make soccer a 
full time career just now. 

"You also have to consider 
retirement from the game and 
a good job is something to 


build for that future." 
Steve Tasios is a keen 
student of sport and a 


conversation with him shows 
his knowledge not just of 
overseas and Aussie soccer 
bit other sports. 

That knowledge makes him 
a bit frustrated that imported 
games like baseball and 
basketball have soared ahead 


of soccer as entertainment 
sports. 

But he is also pragmatic 
enough to realise that soccer 
might just be coming out of 
its slump. 

And if it does then he is 
quick to point to the talented 
juniors of South Melbourne 
as stars of tomorrow. 

"It is really good to see 
young players coming 
through," he says. 

"At South Melbourne we 


have many fine young 
players including Alex 
Kiratzoglou, Con 
Anthopoulos and _ Steve 


Panopoulos. 

"Just now we are training 
four nights a week but when 
Alex was in Europe he would 
sometimes train twice a day. 

"That is the main difference 
between full time 
professionalism and our 
game. 

"But Alex has plenty of 
time ahead of him and even if 
things didn't work out the 
way he wanted with Brugge 
before he is a good skilful 
player who still has plenty of 
time to do whatever he wants 
in the game."

Tasios is far from being a 
veteran although he certainly 
has been around longer than 
most. 

That sort of tremendous 
loyalty to the club — even 
when things haven't quite 
been working out — is one of 
the many features that make 
him a favourite on the 
terraces, that plus his 
undoubted ball skills. 

A fitting reward to cap off a 
season in which he could hit 
the 150 game mark might just 
be a Socceroo cap — and on 
current form Eddie Thomson 
might be just ready to oblige.
